Cooperate With National Defense 
In Constructing New Shops 


In collaboration with the national defense system, 
construction of shop buildings will begin this summer on 
the site purchased for the new junior college plant, it was 
learned today from Director D. K. Hammond. 

Completion of the shop buildings is expected by next 
September, and classes which are at present being held at 


the high school, will convene on® 


in turning out skilled shop work- 
ers. The government will supply 
all equipment for the new shops, 
Director Hammond said. 
Superintendent Frank A. Hen- 
derson said that the purchase of 
the land will be financed by a di- 
rect tax and that the building pro- 


gram will be extended rapidly if. 


a proposed bond issue carries next 
year. 


NEW GYMNASIUM 


Along with shop, administra- 
tion, and science buildings, a new 
gymnasium will be erected, re- 
lieving the present congested con- 
dition in the YMCA building 
where classes are now held. A 
practice football field and a track 
will also be built, but regular foot- 
ball games will still be played in 
the Municipal bowl. 

The new 20-acre site cost $21,- 
000. It is expected that the board 
will also buy approximately 10 
or 15 acres under option before 
the end of June. The price of this 
additional land was not revealed. 

At present the jaysee plant does 
not comprise more than three or 
four acres, and is broken up and 
scattered over four city blocks,
